At Hobart, the county seat of Kiowa 
county, the fire approached from the east.

Late 
at night the fire began moving southward 
toward this city.

and came in a gemi-circular form. A 
thousand men turned their efforts to 
checking the flames in the grass borders 
of the“ reservation at the city limits. 
Water from every source carried in every 
conceivable way was distributed along 
this line and carried ail around the city 
limits, This served the purpose of check- 
ing the advance lines of the fire, but 
was of little avail in hindering thescontin- 
ual rolling of the firebrands into the 
streets of the city. In more than a hun- 
dred places flames arose from dwellings, 
barns and out houses, but wherever a 
blaze grew, men were present to quench 
it. with water. As a result of the cool 
judgment of the fighters, the city’s loss 
was only $10,000. 
Stories of Distress. 

Stories are coming in- tonight of how 
families lay out on the prairies through 
out the freezing night after tN storm 
had passed, with on!y the thin clothes on 
their back as reminders of the once pros- 
perous homes. Hundreds of people are 
Ciestitute and are suffering: intensely 
from the cold and with excruciating pain 
occasionéd by their burns. Clothes, med- 
icine and physicians are being sent out 
from all the cities and towns of the dis- 
trict to the suffering. Cavalry 
from Fort Sil! and officers from this city 
are searching for missing men, women 
and children. 

The names of six persons dangerously 
burned have been learned and _ reports 
persistently continue from various dis- 
tricts to the effect that a large number 


of, persons were injured in fighting the 
flames, 

I. C. Strickland. the sexton of the Law- 
fon cemetery, and his wife and two chil- 
dren were seriously burned. The mother 
and one little daughter may die. 

J. Denny, a farmer, seriously injured. 

Escaped in Night Clothes. 

R. E. Trosper, living three miles out of 
Lawton, lost all his property, a herd of 
cattle and was burned seriously, but with 
his entire family in night clothing, es- 
epaed to ploughed ground, and remaine? 
in the cold night air until dawn. 

A report has been received: at Fort 
Sill that an entire Apache Indian village 
was swept clean. The report has not 
been verifled. 

The soldiers at Fort Sill—-were ordered 
out to fight tie fiames and rendered great 
assistance. 

At Anadarko many buildings were 
burned. No lives are reported lost, but 
there were numerous escapes. Women 
and children, scantily clad, fled’ to 
ploughed ground, while the men remained 
in an endeavor to save property. 


OVER 75,000 ACRES 
SWEPT BY THE FLAMES. 
Oklahoma City, Okla., March 3.—Driven 
by a terrific gale from the north, which 
at times reached a velocity of 90 miles 
an hour, a prairie fire swept over 75,000 
acres in Comanche county last night, 
inflicting damage now estimated at $200.- 
000. The city of Lawton was saved only 
by extreme effort, while many farm 
houses were consumed. Kiowa county 
was also visited by a prairie fire during 
the storm, while damage is reported from 
all over the southwest. The losses from 
wind and fire reported to date follows: 
Hobart, $40,000; Vinson, $8,000: Law- 
ton, $5,000; small country towns aggre- 
gate, $50,000; farm property, . $100,000.

Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—Tne 
canard manufactured by a Kansas re- 
publican to the effect that Mr. Cleveland, 
when president, had entertained a negro 
at Juncheon was completely exploded .n 
the house today when Hon. E. Y. Webb, 
of North Carolina, read a letter on the 


‘subject from Mr. Cleveland himself. 
When the charge was first made a few 
days ago, there were general denials of 
its’ truth, but the specific denial from 
the ex-president himself came today, 
Taylor, the negro in question, resided 
for several years in Atlanta, where he 
published a newspaper, 

This was, as I recollect it, after he had 
served as minister to Liberia, and before 
he was made recorder of deeds of the 
District of Columbia. He will be remem- 
bered as an exceedingly intelligent, well- 
informed and well-educated negro, who 
had aspirations toward social 
equaiity. Certainly not while living in 
the south. Mr. Cleveland’s letter, which 
Mr. Webb read as soon as he could get 
to the floor this morning, speaks for it- 
se.f. 

Mr. Webb said he had written the fore 
mer president, sending him an extract 
from Tne Record and asking if the staie- 
ments made by Mr. Scott were true. 

Mr. Cleveland’s Letter. 

“This morning,’ he said, “I received 
the following reply,’’ which he read 
amid applause on the democratic side: 


“‘Priaceton, N. J., March 2, 1904.— 
E. Y. Webb, House of Kepresenta- 
tives. Dear Sir: It iss a matter of 
small concern to me that a Mr. Scott 
has seen fit to use my name in a dis- 
p-ay of his evil propensities on the 
floor of the house of representatives. 

“In answer to your inquiry, how- 
ever, I have to say of his statement 
that the colored man, C. H. J. Tay- 
lor, took lunch with me at_the white 
house, that it is a deliberate fabrica- 
tion out of whole cloth. 

“As far as Mr. Taylor is concerned, 
I understand, prior to his appoint- 
ment as register of deeds at Wash- 
ington, that he had served an as- 
sistant in the office of the city at- 
torney at Kansas City. His nomina- 
tion as register was confirmed by the 
senate, and he served in that place 
with intelligence and efficiency. He 
has since died. Some people restrain 
themselves from abusing tne dead. 

“My inquiries concerning Mr. Tay- 
lor before his appointment, my ob- 
servation of him during his incum- 
bency, and the little I have known 
of him since, satisfy me that his 
character is very unjustly attacked 
in the diatribe cf Mr. Scott. 

“One charge is made against Mr. 
Tay:or by Mr. Scott, which he doubly 
el.nehes with truth when he declares: 
‘He was a black negro.’ [| am lod, 
however. to doubt his familiarity with 
his subject when he adds: ‘As black 
as you ever saw.’ Yours very truly. 

“GROVER CLEVBLAND.”” 
Mr. Webb said he wanted this denial 
to travel, that the statement of mr. 


Scott might be overtaken. 


Cleveland No Foo] Friend. 

“Mr. Cleveland was a friend of the 
negro, but not a fool friend,” said Mr. 
Webb. ‘He never by word or act en- 
couraged the dream of social equality in 
the breast of the black man.” 

This was greeted with applause by the 
democrats. “Again,” he continued, “the 
was the friend of the colored man, but 
he also was the friend of the southern 
white man. and sympathized with ues in 
our race problems and race burdens: and 
that, sir, 1s more than Mr. Roosevelt 
seemed ever to have done.”’ 

Mr. Scott said he accepted the state- 
ment of Mr. Cleveland as true and offered 
his apology to the former president. In 
justice to himself, said Mr. Scott, he de- 
sired to say that he never before heard 
the report denied 
Mr. Swanson, of Virginia, asked Mr. 
Scott where he had heard the report, 
to which Mr. Scott replied that he haa 
seen the statement in newspapers. Mr. 
Swanson asked further for a copy of 
a newspaper containing the statement. 
Mr. Scott explained that these state- 
ments were made severa] years ago and 
the papers might not be easily procured. 
He said that he had made ful] apology 
to Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Scott added that 
he had brought to Mr. Cleveland for 
the first time in four years applause from 
the democratic side. This was loudiv 
applauded upon ‘the majority side of the 
chamber. :

Washington, March 3.—For almost four 
hours today the senate, while technically 
engaged on the naval appropriation bill, 
discussed a wide range of subjects, in- 
cluding the policy of the United States 
in the Philippines and the Russo-Japa- 
nese war. The principal participants were 
Messrs. Hale, Bacon, kodge, Depew, Pat- 
terson, Perkins and Money. Mr. Hale, 
in charge of the naval Dill, criticised the 
plans of the naval board as tending to 
an establishment beyond the needs of the 
vountry. 

At the request of Mr. Beveridge the 
genate at the beginning of the session set 
aside the special order for the day, the 
consideration of Alaskan legislation, in 
order to permit the consideration of the 
naval appropriation Dill. 

The reading of the committee amend- 
ments to the naval bill was begun, but 
before it had progressed very far Mr. 
Gorman asked for a statement in ex- 
planation of the bill from Mr. Hale, in 
charge of the measure. He said that 
while the increase in the navy is the 
largest ever made, it must be under. 
stood that proposed additions are only 
part of a general scheme for improve- 
ment. 

Hale Explains the Bill. 

Mr. Hale explained the Dill. He classed 
Great Britain first, France second and 
the United States third in naval strength, 
saying the popular impression that Ger- 
many. outranked “this country wag er- 
roneous. Mr. Hale acceded to a prepost 
tion by Mr. Perkins that in effectiveness 
of appliances the\ United States stood 
next to Great Britain. This was due to 
the faét that we had been able to take 
advantage of the mistakes of European 
powers.

It is officially stated that 2,500 
Japanese on February 19 landed 
near Songchin half way between 
Gensan and Vladivostock. Three 
transports took theni there, con- 
voyed by three warships. 


JAPANESE HAVE STARTED 
TO INVADE MANCHURIA. 


Immediately after landing at 
night the Japanese started across 
Korea, leaving a’ small force to 
go north along the coast and con- 
nect with troops that are believed 
to be at Possiet bay, only 8o 
miles from Vladivostock. The 
main body, despite Russian as- 
surances, had a_ good _ road 
through the country. They are 
now believed to be at Samsu, 
where they rested preparatory to 
a descent upon Maocur Chan, a 
fortified town on the Manchurian 
side of the Yalu, at a junction of 
the tram roads that lead to Kirin 
and Mukaden. , 

Along either road the Japanese 
can send raiding parties or on the 
continuation of the Kirin road 
south, along the Korean side of 
the Yalu, can harass any Russian 


troops that are there. 


PORTION OF RAILROAD 
DESTROYED BY JAPANESE. 


That the raiders that have gone 
north, as well as those that Rave 
landed at Possiet bay, have not 
been idle is shown in 2 dispatch 
made public here tonight, said to 
be from Tokio.

Washington, March 3.—Charges that 
the franking privilege of the members of 
congress had been abused in the cam- 
paign in favor of: the Dolliver-Hepburn 
bill granting police -_power to the states 
over original packages of intoxicating 
liquors shipped into their berders was 
made just before the hearing before the 
house committee on judiciary committee 
was closing today bY Duncan Harrison, 
representing ths United States Brewers’ 
Association. 

Mr. Harrison produced a number of 
envelopes bearing the frank of Represen- 
tative Clayton, of Alabama. and passed 
them around. They contained a speech 
of Mr. Clayton printed in a section of 
The Congressional Record and a number 
of other documents, which were declared 
to be sem!-official, one bearing a portrait 
of General Nelson A. Miles. 

Mr. Clayton demanded to know how the 
other documents) got inside the envelope. 
He declared that he had ordered sent 
to E. C. Dinwiddie, the legislative su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon League. 
these spéeches in his franked envelope 
sealed up. 

“If these documents were inserted af- 
terwards,’’ he declared somewhat heated- 
ly, “it was done wholly without any au- 
thority, and I say that if Mr. Dinwiddie 
did what he had no right te do, and it 
is a violation of the law, I shall have him 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Dinwiddie, who was present, stated 
that he had been in Washington four 
years, and believed he had a very good 
idea of the profer use of franking priv- 
ileges. He said he should furnish the 
committee his affidavit, and also that of 
his secretary to the effect that nothing 
improper had been franked. 

“But,”” interjected Mr. Clayton, “if you 
sent anything except this Congressional 
Record you violated the use of this 
frank.’’ 

Representative Hepburn demandeqa of 
Mr. Harrison a further explanation as to 
how he got passession of the envelope. 

“This lodks,’”’ he said, ‘“‘as if some one 
had been tampering with the mails. I 
also understood,” he continued, “that 
you have been stating that I have been 
misusing my franking privilege.” 

Mr. Harrison was quick to deny this 
absolutely. _ He said he never had made 
any such statement. He ex- 
plained further that he secured the evi- 
dence presented by having people write 
to the headquarters of the Anti-Saloon 
League in this city from New York, ask- 
ving for literature fn favor of the bill. He 
read a letter replying to one of those re- 
quests which stated that the literature 
had been mailed, and that the league was 
sending out millions of copies. Mr. Har- 
rison said he had had the written au- 
thority from these New York people to 
open envelopes addressed to them, whicn 
they had forwarded and on eight pack- 
ages of which he had paid postage aggre- 
gating $2.28. 

Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, who represents 
the temperance movement for the bill 
demanded further proof. At this point 
the committee held a secret session, after 
which it adjourned for the day. The 
hearing will continue tomorrow.

Sixty-Eight Battle Ships. 


The naval board programme contem- 
plated sixty-eight battle ships and twen- 
ty-four armored cruisers, and when that 
stage was reached an appropriation of 
$200,000,000 a year would be. necessary 
for the navy. He thought it probable 
that the appropriation required next year 
would be $120,000,000. If, however, the 
scale could be kept down to the present 
rate of increase, the appropriation would 
not be increased. , We should,” he said, 
“get along with a hundred millions a 
year.” 

Mr. Perkins defendeq the officers 0? 
the navy, saying they were entitled to 
great credit. 

Mr. Hale admitted that the American 
Officer was a man of merit, but congress 
has its responsibility and should know 
where the money is going. “I am,” he 
said, ‘“‘not to be deterred by criticisms 
of want of patriotism. I want a power- 
ful navy. It is necessary, on account of 
the conditions. We have got to have 
Ships in the Philippines, for instance. It 
is different from what it is with Japan, 
who, will do her fighting at home. In 
case of war. we should have to spend 
hundreds of millions in the Philippines. 
But there is danger of going further than 
necessary.’’ 

Mr. Hale admitted that the last ex- 
tensive additions to the navy ‘had been 
made necessary by the acquisition of the 
Philippines and said that he for one 
would like to get rid of those islands. 
Still, so long as we have those islands, 
we must protect them. Likewise, he 
said, it now would be necessary to main- 
tain a navy sufficient to protect the Pan- 
ama canal. 

Mr. Lodge spoke at some length on*the 
need of a good navy to protect our trade 
and uphold the Monroe doctrine. He did 
not believe the torpedo boats would Su- 
persede the battle ships, and said that 
in Our war with Spain the torpedo ves- 
gel had been a complete failure.. There 
had been one very successful attack by 
the Japanese torpede boats, but this 
was largely due to the poor gunnery of 
the Russians; and the darkness. 


Money Talks of Subjugation. 


Mr. Money said that if we were to per- 
sist in our policy of subjugation, we 
would find necessary a greater navy than 
the people were willing to support. Mr.

Much damage was 
done in and about Pittsburg during the 
morning hours by the great downpour.

is an inclinat.on here to believe that the 
Japanese have been discouraged by the 
failure of their attacks and perhaps by 
losses they have not announced. 

It is evident even from the meager in- 
formation regarding the Rugilan dispo- 
sitions in northern Korea that the plan 
for checking the Japanese land advance 
fs perfected, and that heavy reserves are 
being brought up to the Yalu river. 

Every energy of the author.ties is now 
directed to prevent a blockade of the 
Siberian railroad. Twenty new sidings. 
each of 2,200 feet, 
Owing to the heavy movement of rolling 
stock carrying reinforcements, 
nitions and commissariat stores 
ward, there is great danger that 
bringing back the empty cars the whoie 
line may be stopped. W.'th the sidings 
now building the authorities hope to, be 
able to keep the line clear and to send 
eleven trains in each direction dally.

FRANCE DOESN’T BELIEVE 
CHINA WILL JOIN JAPAN. 

Paris, March 3.—Credence is not given 
by the foreign office to the reports that 
China is on the eve of joining Japan in 
the war. All the advices received here 
indicate that China proposes to observe 
her declaration of neutrality. It 1s un- 
derstood that China has disavowed any 
collusion between her troops and the Chi- 
nese outlaws, explaining that those who 
have joined the latter are deserters and 
Owing to the undisciplined state of the 
army it is impossible to prevent them 
from leaving. 

It is\ authoritatively announced that 
France has not been approached to cede 
any jfslands to Russia for use as coaling 
stations by the latter when she sends her 
Baltic fleet to the Far East. Should Rus.- 
sia make a request to this effect it will 
be denied, as such action would be re- 
garded as a breach of neutrality. To 
show France's purpose to remain neutral 
it is pointed out that Russia has a coal 
depot at Villefranche, near Nice, but that 
Russian ships will not be allowed to use 
that station as in cime of peace. 


JAPANESE ARE } ARCHING 
TO SOUTH MANCHURIA. 
Viladivostock, March 3.—The detach- 
ment of 2,500 Japanese troops, without 
artillery, which arrived at Song-Chin, 
Plaksin bay, on the southwest corner of 
Korea, February |!9, landed from three 
steamers escorted by three battle ships 
at night and started immediately on a 
march to Mayo-Fur-Chan, south Man- 
churia, close to the Korean border. 


KOREANS A--E COMPELLED 
TO FURNISH RUSSIANS 

Seoul, March 3.—The Russian forces at 
Angu are compelling the Koreans to sup- 
ply them with rice, fodder and fuel. The 
Russians are fortifying Antung heavily 
with the apparent intention of preventing 
the Japanese from crossing the Yalu. 

The commander of a British gunboat 
bringing down residents of that nation- 
ality from Zong-Chong rgports the death 
of Prince Hi-Chai-Sun, a nephew of the 
former king, and a man who nas from 
time to time filled all the high posts 
in the kingdom. 


RUSSIANS ARE PREPARING 
TO RETIRE TO RAIL LANDS. 

Yin Kow, March 3.—The Russo-Chinese 
bank is closing, preparatory to removing 
to Mukden. Women and children are 
preparing to leave Yin Kow in anticipa- 
tion of the arrival of a Japanese fleet, 
which is expected when the river opens, 
probably a fortnight hence. 

On account of the impossibility of de- 
fending the coast at Yin Kow until such 
time as a thaw permits the construction 
of entrenchments and forts, the Rus- 
sians havo prepared to retire up the main 
railroad line. There are practically no 
defenses here, and although the shifting 
and reshifting of troops and artillery to 
the small forts at the mouth of the Liao 
river has the appearance of an intention 
to defend Yin Kow, the military authori- 
ties depend upon an inland engagement 
to pu®& a stop to the Japanese advapce. 

As far as is yet known the only plans 
decided upon are, first, that General 
Kuropatkin'’s headquarters are to be ‘at 
Mukden; Viceroy Alexieff proposes to re- 
main at Mukden indefinitely, as that city 
is the center of the Chinese administra- 
tion, and has a viceroya] bureau; second, 
that the plain west of Tashthchiao, which 
is almost impossible of defense, will be 
held if possible on account of the rail-° 
road connecting with Port Arthur: third, 
Hai-Ching and Liao Yang are the ex- 
treme limits to which troops will be with- 
drawn, on acount of the exposure of the 
railroad at these points. 

That the Japanese will arrive W®fore 
a thaw permits the construction of de- 
fenses is thought here to be practically 
certain. It would appear also that the 
authorities expecc Port Arthur to be be- 
sieged. 


JAPANESE ARE TRYING 
TO OUTFLANK RUSSIANS. 
St. Petersburg, March 3.—The handing 
of 2,800 Japanese at Song-Chin, Plak- 
sin bay, Korea, February 19, reported 
by Major Generali Pfitg, chief of staff 
of Viceroy Alexieff, is believed here to he 
the origin of the recent réports of a 
Japanese landing at Possiet bay, and 
is considered to be an attempt to out- 
flank the Russian advance from the Yalu 
river. 
The 
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mountain pass leads to the headwaters 
of the Yalu, 80 miles distant. Marching 
in that mountainous region is declared 
by experts here to be almost impossible.

of an operation. He had no previous 
knowledze of her illness and exhibited 
plainly the effects of the shock. 

When the committee was called to or- 
der seven senators were present.

Smith, relating to the polygamous co- 
Aabitation of George R. Teasdale. a Mor- 
mon apostle. Objections to such ques- 
tioning had been made by the defense. 
The committee ruled that the testimony 
bearing on plural marriages of any mem- 
ber of the twelve apostles, of which 
Mr. Smoot-is one, is competent so far 
as it reJates to such polygamous cohabita- 
tion since September 26, 1890, the date 
oh President Woodruff's manifesto, with- 
drawing the order of the church com- 
manding plural marriages. 


‘Smoot and Polygamy. 


Senator Beverfdge said there had been 
a misunderatanding as to why Mr. Smoot 
was being tried on the charge of polyga- 
my and with having taken an oath in- 
compatible with his oath as a United 
States senator. Now he said it is ap- 
parent that these charges are not pend- 
ing in this Investigation. 

Senator DuBois’ dissented from the 
gtatement that there had been such a 
misunderstanding and said fhe real 
charge is that Mr. Smoot is a member of 
a Mormon hierarchy whitch subscribes to 
views in confilct with the laws of the 
country and is bound to support sigh 
views. 

“For the first time in fifty years,’’ said 

Mr. DuBois, ‘‘the relations of this or- 
ganization toward the United States is to 
be. tried.” 

Senator Pettus made a protest against 
the debate between members of the com- 
mittee and Chairman Burrows directed 
Mr. Taylor to proceed. Questions were 
then directed to ascertain Mr. Smith's 
knowledge of the polygamous marriages 
of Abraham H. Cannon and whether Mr. 
Smith had performed the service uniting 
Mr. Cannon and Lillion Hamlin. This he 


denied. 

Then Mr. Taylor asked questions which 
brought out a statement from Mr. Smith 
regarding his own position under the 
laws covering polygamy. He acknowl- 
edged that he had violated them con- 
tinuously since the manifesto of 1890 and 
is ready now and always had been realy 
to face the laws of the land. Mr. Tayler 
asked: 

“Is cohabitation with a plural wife con- 
trary to the rules of the church?”’ 


Smith and His Wives. 


Wr. Smith asked and received permis- 
gion to make a statement and then ex- 
plained in his own way. He spoke with 
much feeling and directness, saying: 

‘In regard to the status of polygamy 
at the time of the manifesto I want to 
say that after the hearing before the 
master in chancery I understand that we 
should abstain from relations with our 
plural families and that rule was ob- 
gerved up to the time the enabling act 
went into effect admitting Utah as a 
state. Under that act the only prohibi- 
tion was that plural marriages should 
cease. Nothing was said about cohabita- 
tion with our wives.’ 

‘With the wives you had married 
previous to the manifesto, you mean?” 
interrupted Mr. Hoar. 

“That is what I meant,” said Mr. 
Smith. “I understood that plural mar- 
riages were to cease, and ever since the 
manifesto until the present time there 
never has been a plural marriage in the 
church performed in accordance with its 
teachings or with the connivance of the 
church,”’ and he added with greater em- 
phasis: “I know whereof I speak.”’

er polygamous cohabitation was regarded 
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HIEF JUSTICE T. J. SIMMONS, 
of the supreme court of Georgia, 

yesterday made announcement to 
the democratic voters of the state of his 
candidacy for reelection to the office 
he now holds and which he has held 
since the resignation of Chief Justice 
Logan E. Bleckley in 1894. 

Chief Justice Simmons says he wili not 
make any campaign, either on the 
stump or by personal letter, for, aside 
from the doubtful permissibility of such 
action on the part of one on the supreme 
bench, he has not the time to spare 
for it from his official duties. 

A long public life both in the legis- 
lative and judicial departments of the 
state stands to the credit of Justice 
Simmons, beginning with the position of 
representative from Crawford county in 
i865. In 1866 and !867 he was solici- 
tor general of the Macon circuit, and 
was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1868 as well as that of 1877. 
From -1872 to 1876 he was a mem- 
ber of the state senate from the twen- 
ty-second district, composed of Bibb, 
Pike and Monroe counties, and during 
his second term was president of the 
senate. He was chairman of the finance 
committee of the constitutional 
convention of 1877, amd also of the 
finance committee of the state senate 
which recommended the passage of the 
law invalidating the bogus bonds. In 
1879 he went on the bench of the su- 
perior court of the Macon circuit, 
where he succeeded Judge Sam Hall, 
father of Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibdhb, 
and where he remained until 1887, when 
he was elected associate justice of the 
supreme court. In 1894 upon the re- 
signation of Chief Justice Logan E. 
Bleckley, he was, in accordance with the 
established precedent, elected chief jus- 
tice. Since the appointment of Chief 
Justice Hiram Warner, all the chief jus- 
tices have been elected without oppo- 
siton.

answered: 

“It was.’’ 

Refused To Abandon Wives. 

Continuing, he said: 

“This was the case, and is the case 
now. But I was placed in this position,”’ 
said Mr. Smith. “I had a family—a 
plura] family, if you please. I married 
my first wife more than thirty-eight 
years ago, and my last wife. twenty 
years ago. By these wives I have had 
children, and I have preferred to take 
my own chances with the law and suffer 
any penalties which the law shall put 
upon me rather than abandon these chil- 
dren and their mothers. 

“T have continued to cohabit with them 
since the manifesto of 1890, and they 
have borne me children since that date.

‘“T receive adetee from alt good men, 
but no mere from them than other elders 
of the church. 

“Did they ever advise you to desist 
from the practice?”’ 

“Not that I know of.’’ 

“Has Mr. Smoot visited you at your 
residences ?’’ 

‘He has been to my first wife’s house, 
where I make what may be called my 
official residence.’’

Asked about Charles Teasda], one of 
the twelve apostles, Mr. Smith said he 
knew nothing of his present domestic re- 
lations. Mr. Smith also was asked about 
John W. Taylor and fe said he {s reputed 
to be a polygamist. 

“IT could not sag Of my own knowl- 
edge.’’ 

“Have you the slightest doubt of jt?” 

‘T haven’t much doubt of it.’’ 
‘Could an apostle be a polygamist 
without your knowledge?’ asked Sena- 
tor DuBois. 

“No, sir, not unless he violated the 
rules of the church, and I don't think 
any of them would do that?” 

“Then, why say, ‘I think’ and 
pose?’ ’” 

‘‘Because,”’ replied the witness, ‘‘I never 
saw any of them married to any woman.” 

John Henry Smith is, the witness said, 
the husband of two wives. “He is a 
kinsman of mine,” he said,, ‘and I know 
positively about him.” 

“Did you ever advise him to desist 
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[I could tell you a 
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from the polygamous practice.’’ 

“T never did; I could not consistently 
do so while I myself was practicing the 
system.”’ 

Mr. Smith was asked about other apos- 
tles. Mr. Cowley is, he said, a reputed 
polygamist. ‘Roger Clauson is not. He 
was especially questioned concerning F. 
M. Lyman, president of the apostles and 
in the line of succession to himself, 


Reputed To Have Two Wives. 

Mr. Smith said that Mr. Lyman being 
present should answer for himself, but 
the committee insisted, and he replied 
that Mr. Lyman was reputed to have two 
wives. 

“Have any of these men taken plural 
Wives since the manifesto of 1890?’ asked 
Senator Beveridge. 

“I repeat,”’ said Mr. Smith, bringing 
his hand down on the table with some 
emphasis, ‘“‘that since the manifesto of 
1890, no man has entered tnto plural 
marriage with the knowledge or approval 
of the church.” 

“When your deacons are sent out and 
make converts in other lands, do they not 
present the rightfulness of polygamy as 
a religious virtue?” 

This question was put bv Senator Hoar, 
and was answered in the negative. 

“They never discuss polygamy,’ Mr. 
Smith said, ‘‘unless compelled to do so 
to meet attacks. They do not advocate 
polygamy in any way. Indeed the elders 
are instructed not to advocate plural 
marriages at all, it is a thing of the 
past.”’ 

The committee then took a recess. 

Mr. Smith resumed the stand when the 
committee convened at 2 p. m.. 

Mr. Tayler began an inquiry concerning 
instructions given to missionaries as to 
the teaching of polygamy. 

Mr. Smith said the hook called” ‘Ready 
References’ is used by missionaries. This 
book, he said, contains a chapter on po- 
lygamy, declaring that practive to be di- 
vine. He said the book was an old one 
and that he had no knowledge of recent 
publications. The marginal note on the 
chapter on polygamy was given as “po- 
lygamy right in the sight of God.” Mr. 
Smith added, however, that the use oft 
this book is almost enttrely abandoned by 
the Mormon elders 
work. The standard works of the church, 
he said, were the ‘books taken with them. 

In reply to questions from Chairman 
Burrows, Mr. Smith said he did not know 
whether or not the missionaries take with 
them copies of the manifesto of 1890, 
suspending polygamy as an,order of the 
church. 

Mr. Tayler asked how many wives Mr, 
Smith had in 1890, 

“Five,’’ said Mr. Smith. He was ques- 
tioned in regard to a wife named Levira, 
who was divorced from nim and died 
many years before 1!890. 

Mr. Smith protested that the questions 
were very embarrassing and trying to 
him, ‘I dislike,’’ he added, ‘‘to announce 
my private and personal affairs. I «o 
it reluctantly and solely because 1 am 
required to do so by this honorable com- 
mittee. This matter is going before tne 
public and I do not want it to appear 
that I am ‘a spotter’ or an ‘informer.’ 
He added: 

“If there is anything I despise it is an 
infamous ‘spotter’ and an ‘informer.’ 

Mr. Worthington objected also, but no 
attention was paid to the protests, though 
Mr. Tayler ceased asking the questions 
objected to. He asked, however, if Mr. 
Smith had not claimed in 1896, or 1897, 
that his wife Levira was not divorced, 
and whether he gid not claim a part of 
her estate for that reason, 

Mr. Smith declined to answer the ques- 
tion in regard to the property, but de- 
nied that he had said she was not di- 
vorced. 

Mr. Tayler asked concerning Brigham 
H. Roberts’ position as first president or 
“the seventy’’ and asked if Roberts was 
not elected to that high position after he 
was elected to congress. 

Mr. Smith said he could not remember. 

In answer_to questions by Senator Du- 
bois, the witness said Mr. Roberts was 
elected by the ‘‘seventy’’ and he had no 
knowledge that any objection had been 
made to his retention in that high posi- 
tion. 

Could Not Object To Roberts. 

Continuing, he said, ‘I could not con- 
sistently object to Mr. Roberts myself, 
and I do not know of any member who 
could have done so better than I could.’’ 

“Then you place all of ‘the seventy’ 'n 
the same category with yourself?” said 
Senator Dubois. 

“Yes, I suppose so,’ said Mr. Smith. 

“Do you mean that because all mem- 
bers of the ‘seventy’ are polygamisis 
they could not object to Mr, Roberts?’ 
asked Senator Foraker. 

“No, not at all,’ said Mr. Smith. 

“You say that when you place yourseif 
in the same category of ‘the seventy’?” 
said Mr. Foraker. 

“That was Senator Dubois’ 
mine,’’ said Mr. Smith 

“When you answered you adopted .the 
words,’’ responded Senator Foraker.

$68. Weed et al. v. Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern Railroad Company et al. 

Exceptions to decree. Before Judge 

Kimsey, Hall superior court. 

Lamar, J.—Procedings were begun in 
1897 to’ foreclose a mortgage on the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern rail- 
road, securing an issue of $245,000 of 
bonds. It appeared that $83,500 of these 
bonds had been sold to plaintiffs in error 
at from 75 to 85. and that the remaining 
$161,500, together with $130,000 of the 
Gainesville company’s capital stock. had 
been sold on March 31, |!883, to the Geor- 
gia Railroad Companv for $145,350. Some 
of the parties to the case fnsisted that 
this Was a sale of stock at par. with the 
bonds as a bonus, and therefore usurious. 


Others contended that it was a. sale of 


conditions the purchaser w6uld obtain a. 
good title as against H. L. M., either ag’ 


caused by viciousnéss of the animals or |- 
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bonds at 90, with the stock as a bonus, 
and that therefore the purchaser was 
liable for $130,000 as on an unpaid sub- 
scription.. The purchaser contemided that 
the sale was of the stocks and bonds 4s 
a unit to it acting as a construction com- 
pany, with a contemporaneous under- 
standing under which it had expended 
$107,000 additional in completing the 
Gainesville railroad. The $161.500 of 
bonds were indorsed by the Georgia com- 
pany and sold to purchasers at 105, they 
having no notice of the terms of the 
Originul issue. Intervéning bongholders 
contended that the $83,500 of bonds 
should be first paid out of the proceeds 
of the mortgaged property; that the pur- 
chase of the stock was ultra vires, and 
tended to lessen competition.. They pray- 
ed for a marshaling of assets, and that 
the Georgia company be required to ac- 
count for profits made: for its manage- 
ment of the Gainesville company. The 
latter company answered and filed a plea 
of set-off for $365,000. Held: 

|. The completion of the Gainesville 

road by the Georgla company did not 
lessen or defeet competition, but createg 
competition where none previously ex- 
isted. 
2. The state, the stockholders and the 
parties alone could attack the contract as 
being ultra vires or in restraint of trade. 
Bondholders could not do so. 

3. The trustees under the Mortgage rep- 
resent all the bondholders. Where bond- 
holders are allowed tointervene to repre- 
sent their*special contention, and one of 
the class dies before the decree, the case 
does not abate, nor is it necessary to 
have the deceased bondholder’s repre- 
sentative made a party before the liti- 
gation can proceed, 

4. It is not necessmry to have a)] the 
bonds proved before decree of foreclosure, 
but’ proper provision can be made for 
proof thereof before the master, in the 
order providing for the disposition of the 
proceeds of sale. 

§. The fact that some of the bonds were 
indorsed did not make the rule of two 
funds applicable. The indorsement was 
not a lien, not equally accessible, and 
was not even a Hability of the common 
debtor. 

6. In actions at law the constitutional 
right to a trial by jury requires that ex- 
ceptions of fact to an auditor’s report 
shatl be submitted to a jury. 

7. There is no such provision as ¢o 
equity cases, and on exceptions of fact 
to an auditor's report therein, if there 
{a evidence to sustain the finding, and 
the chancellor is satisfied therewith, he 
need aot refer the exceptions to a jury. 

8. lf the evidence {s so conflicting as 
to leave,the chancellor in doubt, he may 
refer the exceptions to a jury. 

9. If the chanceHor is dissatisfied with 
the finding because it is without evi- 
dence, or contrary to the evidence, the 
statute does not permit him to sustain 
the exception finally, but requires that it 
be submitted to a jury, even though he 
would feel hougd to grant a new trial 
if the exception was not sustained by the 
verdict.

il. If the purchase price ($143,500) w4s 
in payment of $161,500 at 90, and the 
stock was a bonus, the Hability of the 
Original purchaser and subscriber ag for 
unpaid subscriptions was barred by thea 
statute, and the saMe would be true a3 
to any claim for forfelture for excessive 
interest. Georgia Manufacturing Com- 
pany v. Amis, 53 Ga. 228; civil code, sec- 
tions 289}. 

12. If tne purchaser, or an accounting. 
was liable In any sum, it had @ set-off 
against the Gainesville company for 
$365,000, and the plaintiff in error would 
have no. right to a reversal under the 
prayer to marshal the assets, since on no 
theory of the evidence would the Geor- 
gia company’s lability exceed Its set off 
for $365,000. 

13. If the finding on the plea of set-off 
was too large, it was harmless as against 
intervening bondholders who wefe enti- 
tled under the decree to payment of thelr 
first lien before anything could be re- 
ceived on the judgMent for set-off. 

'4. An intervening bondholder could not 
object to a stockholder dismissing its 
exceptions to the auditor’s finding as to 
there being no usury, nor uSe the excep- 
tions as the basis for an original assign- 
ment of error to this court. 

15. The decisions os tn the effect 
usury on negotiable instruments in 
hands of .bona fide purchasers for value 
are based on Bailey v. Lampkin, 1! Ga. 
407, which construed a statute (Cobb's 
Digest 393) expressly makfng all notes 
and bonds void as to é€xcessive interest. 
(Lamar, J.) 

16. The present statute (civil code, sec- 
tion 2886) makes no @6uch declaration, 
and under the civil code, section 3694. 
the consideration must be both Illega!] 
and immoral in order to prejaidice the 
rights of a bona fide holder of negotiable 
paper. Perkins v. Rowland, 69 Ga. 664: 
Rhodes v. Bell, 73 Ga. 641. (Lamar, J.) 

17. The defense of usury is not good 
against a bona fide purchaser of corpor- 
ate bonds for value without notice and 
before maturity.

O'Brien Runs Amuck in the: 


War Departmen! 


‘ armed—Weap»n Wrenched from 
‘the Iunatic by General 
Chaffee—Diplomats Saw 
Shooting. 


Washington, March 3.—Armed with re- 
volver, William J. O’Brien, alias William 
Duffy, an insane discharged soldier, today 
entered the war department and going to 
the niail and record division, shot Rob- 
ert J. Manning, a messenger, and Arthur 
Wicker, a clerk. Miss Emma Saxton, 
also a clerk, barely missed being shot 
through the head, 

The injury to Manning is near the kid- 
néys and is regarded as . dangerous. 
Wiecker was shot in the arm. Before the 
maniac could fire a third time he was 
cverpowered by James J. Dawson, a mées- 
senger. 

It required the gtrength of half a dozen 
men to subdue + the man. Prominent 
among them was Lieutenant General 
Chaffee, chief of staff. The lunatic ‘still 
held the smoking weapon in his hand 
when General Chaffee noticed it, and put- 
ting- his left hand on the man’s throat, 
took the weapon away from him. Majors 
Kean and Ireland, of the surgeon gen- 
eral's staff, were hastily sent for and at- 
tended the victims before they were 
taken to the hospital. 

Duffy came. to the war department early 
the building for over 
went upstairs and 


and hung around 
an hour. He then 
Was escorted to the mail and record di- 
‘vision by Charles Gannon, a clerk. The 
man was introduced to Charles Brandt, 
the chief of the division, and expres- 
€j dissatisfaction with discharge papers. 

Then, without warning, he drew the 
pistol and aimed it at Mr. Brandt's head. 
Brandt ducked and the bullet entered the 
arm of Mr. Wiecker. The soldier then 
turned the weapon on Miss Saxton and 

. fired. She, too, dodged and the bullet 
struck Manning. 

There were five other clerks in the room 
and but for the quickness of Messenger 
Dawson, the maniac would undoubtedly 
have shot them all. Dawson, however, 
grabbed him and held him until assistance 
came. Consternation prevailed in the ce- 
partment when the sound of the shots 
were heard. Women rushed from the 
rooms screaming and soon were joined 
by a number of the male clerks. From 
every quarter came army officers and a 
vast throng Aogged the corridors, where 
©’Brien was struggling to break away 
from his captors. 

O’Brien was admitted to St. Elizabeth's 
asvium in 1893. He later was paroled 
but was recommitted in 1897. He served 
in the Sixth cavalry and Third artillery. 

This day and half a 
dczen were in the reception 
room scarcely a hundred feet from the 
ecene of the shooting. Curiosity led some 
to look around the corner, but they speed- 
ily withdrew out of range.

First, That which 
breaks off our sympathetic touch with 
God. Second. The unwisdom or selfish- 
ness, or narrowness that makes us,ask 
good things instead of the best, and per- 
sonal things instead of those affecting 
others, and third, the great outside hin- 
drance, our princely foe. 

“Now, let us see about the positive side. 
Let me bring to you four simple sug- 
gestions about how to pray. First, 
Prayer needs time, not happen time 
or hurried time, but time when the mind 
is clear and fresh and open to impres- 
sions to get off alone with God. Second, 
Prayer needs a place. You can pray 
anywhere, but the more alone a man {fs 
so far as man 1s concerned, the least 
alone he is so far as God 1s concerned. 


Third, Give the Book its place in your 
prayer. Prayer is not talking to God 
merely, it is listening first and then talk- 
ing. It is fairly pathetic what a hard 
time God has to-get.a hearing. He is 
ever speaking, but men will not hear. 
Bible study is the listening side of 
prayer. 

“Tet the spirit of God teach you how 
to pray. He knows. He is a past master 
in the fine art of prayer. This spirit 
of God is in us. The three conditions of 
assuring results are simple, but radical. 
First, that the controlling purpose of 
the life shall be to please Him. Second, 
Prayers must be in Jesus’ name, who i8 
the victor over : the pretender-prince. 
Third, Prayer must be in faith. That 
faith has four characteristics. It is in- 
telligent, obedient, expectant and per- 
sistent.

DREYFUS. CASE 
BEFORE COURT 


He Appeals for a Revision 
of His Trial, 


Evidence Introduced to Show That 
the Captain Was Convicted by 
Means of Forged Docu- 
ments—The Confession 
of Colonel] Hénry.*

Paris, March 3.—The court of cassation 
the consideration 
of the appeal of Alfred Dreyfus for a re- 
vision of his trial. 

Counsellor Chambreaud presided. 
Though the general interest in the case 
Wags not as great as in previous yeargy 
yet the court room was crowded with of- 
ficers, non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vate soldiers, lawyers and others anid 
a number of women, among whom were 
relatives of Dreyfus. By their side was 
Former Counse}l Picquart. Dreyfus was 
not present, hig interests being in the 
hands of Lawyer Mornard. The-report 
of M. Boyer, reporter of the court, which 
was read, presented the two new facts 
upon which the minister of justice, M. 
Valle, recommended a revision of the 
case. These were set forth as follows: 

“Il. The secret documents include a let- 
ter bearing the initial ‘D.’ Now, by an 
affidavit of October 6. 1903, signed by M. 
Gribelin, keeper of the archives, {t ap- 
pears that this document previously. car- 
ried the letter ‘P.’ Later the letter was 
substituted a ‘D’ and thus the al- 
tered document was presented to the 
court at Rennes. 

“2. According to the minister of 4fus- 
tice, another letter, signed ‘Alexandrine.’ 
which ‘Agent A’ addressed to ‘Agent B’ 
contained some words in the hand writ- 
ing of the late Lieutenant Colonel Henry, 
who committed suicide in “prison after 
having confessed to committing a for- 
gery in the case. This letter relates to 
the organization of French ratlronds.” 

M. Gribelin swore during the inquiry of 
the minister of war that this letter was 
false. It was true, however, that the date 
of this document wag March 28, 1895, 
when Dreyfus was imprisoned on Devils 
island, 

The existence of a traitor in the French 
war office was revealed, by an alleged 
foreien diplomat who acted without com- 
pensation. 

Tt is now claimed that Lieutenant Colo. 
ne] Henry, fn 1897, caused a hook of ex- 
penditures to he reconited to remove all 
trace of pavrrents to this diplomat, whoa.

“When I examined the secret collection 
of documents in the case and saw their 
miserable character, valuable only  he- 
cause of the mystery. cleverly thrown 
about them, I concluded it was necessary 
for justice to have the last word, and 
it is my conviction that there is not 
One of us, if in the army, and not an 
officer now in army, who would not have 
Succumed had he been under an accusa- 
tion thus managed.”’

The ‘‘question’’ {s whether or not Lee 
Sha and Shing Lee, two soft-voiced na-

The question was presented for solu- 
tion by one A. A. Seraphic, who, as his 
name indicates, {s a sort of guardian 
angel, and his particular charges are 
Chinese ;mmigrants. Unknown to any 
one, Mr. Seraphic, who is a special in- 
spector of the immigration bureau, ar- 
rived in Atlanta several days ago and 
went quietly to work. 

As a result of his shrewdly pushed in- 
vestigations, Lee Sha and Shing Lee 
were suddenly seized vesterday after- 
noon, torn from the wash tup and carried 
before United States Commissioner W. 
T. Colquitt on the charge of being in 
this country without lawful right. They 
were sent to the Tower on warrants, and 
will be given a preliminary hearing at 
10 o’clock this morning.

Now, it is alleged, he is in the 
laundry bus:ness, which makes him a 
laborer and not a merchant, and thereby 
forfeits his permit to remain in the 
United States. : 

Shing Lee, on the other hanu, has as 
vet presented no permit of any kind, and 
it remains to be seen what reasons he 
will give today to save himself from de- 
portation. 

In the meantime Mr. Seraphic is still 
at work, and ere he departs from At- 
lanta other Chinamen may find them- 
selves :n the same predicament as Lee 
Sha and Shing Lee. :

Prohibition That Does Not Prohibit. 


T., in yesterday’s Constitution, re- 
porting the death of five young men 
and the critical illness of others as 
the result of drinking a so-called 
lemon extract in large quantities for 
a stimulant, calls attention to a singu- 
lar phase of the prohibition question, 
attended with a grim humor. 

In Indian Territory, the inhabitants 
of which consist of some half a mil- 
lion hustling western pale faces and a 
corporal’s guard of bleached Indians, 
prohibition is sought to be enforced 
by federal stafute. The United States 
deputy marshals spend most of their 
time chasing ‘“bootleggers,” as the 
whisky peddlers are called, and oc- 
casionally an illicit still is raided in 
the back districts. The “shoe box” 
express traffic from Texas, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma is attended with more 
risk than the average citizen with a 
thirst cares to assume, and in conse- 
‘quence the bibulously inclined are 
hard put to it to lay the alkali dust 
in their throats. They must needs 
resort to expedients, which, taking 
the form of substitutes, are far from 
“just as good.” 

Here is where the drug store, a la 
Kansas, comes to the rescue. This 
important institution is under more 
or less federal surveillance, for its 
ability to turn out every degree of 
“jag’’ was long since noted by the 
government, and the federal district 
attorneys were instrumental in hav- 
ing all patent medicines, with an un- 
undue amount of alcohol in them ta- 
booed by law, not to mention “hop 
tea” and other malt health food in 
liquid form. 

It followed, of course, that when a 
drought-stricken residenter called in 
at the drug store to be irrigated, his 
choice of moisture was woefully cir- 
cumscribed. He was compelled to’ or- 
der ahy old thing with a vague sug- 
gestion of spirits in its flavor, but 
most of all in its tonic effect. Uncle 
Sam could not go so far as to prohibit 
the sale of flavoring extracts, hair 
oil, red ink, shellac varnish, bedbug 
exterminator, liniment and a score of 
other useful liquid articles of com- 
merce never meant to be taken inter- 
nally, and these preposterous things 
the reckless Territorians poured into 
their helpless and protesting insides 
with results physically appalling. The 
Stillwell instance, taken as our text, 
is only startling outside Indian Ter- 
ritory. Thousands of men have been 
sent to a premature grave within the 
bounds of the “Five Nations” since 
the great influx of white settlers be- 
gan in the later eighties, because they 
persisted in drinking undrinkable 
things purchased at the drug store. 

While the effect of this strange 
habit is deplorable upon those ad- 

icted to it, its evil influence does not 
py with the drink victim, but is a 
potent factor in the criminal statis- 
tics of the most criminal rural section 
in the United States. ‘Killings’ are 
rather commonplace in Indian Terri- 
tory, and it is within bounds to say 
that a majority of them are caused by 
drug-crazed irresponsibles. The man 
drunk on straight John Barleycorn is 
an angel of light compared with the 
fiend incarnate maddened by drug 
store poison. 

The federal prisons of the country 
are full of red men and white men 
from Indian Territory who got into 
| the toils of the law by dinking such 
stuff. 

It is all right for the government 
to prohibit the sale of liquor in an 
Indian reservation, but at the same 
time the poisonous drugs and nos- 
trums that are substituted for liquor 
should be as rigidly prohibited. 


Divorce in Canada. 

Apropos of the ceaseless agitation 
of what is commonly referred to as 
“the divorce evil’ question in the 
United States, it is interesting to 
learn something of the divorce sys- 
tem of Canada, where in thirty-four 
years only sixty-nine divorces have 
been granted—the remarkably small 
average of two divorces a year. In 
the same period 700,000 divorces have 
been granted in the United States—- 
the remarkably large average of more 
than 20,000 divorces a year. 

It will be seen at a glance that the 
marital yoke in Canada must indeed 
be a yoke to the mismated, for it is 
rarely ever lifted through the inter- 
vention of the divorce court. The 
“holy bonds” can be: severed in the 
Dominion by but one thing this side 
of the grave—infidelity. 

Every feature of the Canadian di- 
vorce law is designed to make divorce 
odious, and doubtless the severity of 
the ordeal restrains many from seek- 
ing legal separation who are entitled 
to have the Hymeneal contract an- 
nulled. The main feature of the law 
is publicity, and to attain the widest 
degree possible, parliament itself, and 
not the courts, must pass upon a bill 
of divorce? There are no secret hear- 
ings in Yudicial chambers in Canada. 
Applicants for divorce must petition 
the general legislative body, and the 
petition is acted upon in the regular 
legislative routine. 

The method is described as fellows: 
First, there must be an officialgnotice 
published in two newspapers for six 
months, as well as in the official or- 
gan of the government. Then .-the 
case must be tried by parliament. The 
petition for divorce receives three 
readings, the same as other bills. It 
is referred to the divoce committee, 
before which body the applicant for 
divorce appears and presents his own 
case. The recommendation of the 
committee is engrossed on the bill 
and goes back to parliament for ac- 
tion, becoming a law only when it 
bears the signature of the governor 


general of the Dominion. 
The effect of such a drastic law is. 


certain to be twofold—it will mini-

| mize the criminal offense for which 
alone divorce is permissible, and it will 
make men and women contemplating 
a matrimonial alliance think twice 
about “affinity” and “compatibility” 
before taking the serious step. On 
the whole, its tendency must be to 
discourage matrimony, . especially on 
the part of the frivolous and those 
who lack pecuniary “preparedness.” 

As a choice of evils, h@wever, it is 
a reasonable supposition that the iron- 
clad divorce system of Canada re- 
sults in much more good to society 
than harm, and is infinitely preferable 
to the “divorces while you wait” sys- 
tem of American jurisprudence.

Industrial Education for the Negro. 

The friends of industrial education 
for the negro will feel much satisfac- 
tion in the result of Booker Washing- 
ton’s recent canvass of public opin- 
ion in the southern states with a view 
to finding out whether the prominent 
white citizens of this section believe, 
as charged in certain radical quar. 
ters, that negro education has proved 
a failure. The president of Tuskegee 
addressed Jetters to a large number 
of representative white citizens in 
various parts of the south, without 
previous knowledge of their views in 
the premises, asking them some ques- 
tions directly to the point. The re- 
sult of the 136 replies received is 
given as follows: ~ 

tias education made the negro a more 
useful citizen? 

Answer—Yes, 
1. 

Has it made him more economical. and 
more jnclined to acquire wealth? 

Answer—Yes, 98; no, 14; unanswered 24. 

Does it make him a more valuable 
workman, especially where skill and 
thought are required? 

Answer—Yes, 132; no, 2; unanswered, 2. 

Has education improved the morals of 
the black race? 

Answer—Yes, 97; no, 2; unanswered, 19. 

Is it, as a rule, the ignorant or the 
educated who commit crime? 

Answer—Ignorant, 115; @lucated, 3; un- 
answered, 17. 

Does crime grow less as education in- 
creases among the colored people? 

Answer—Yes, 102; no, 19; unanswered, 
15. 

This is a most satisfactory exhibit 
and goes to prove the contention of 
advocates of the Tuskegee educa- 
tional system that the best thought 
and conscience of the south is friend- 
ly to elevating the negro by this prac- 
tical means. Washington, having 
proved that public. sentiment in the 
south is behind his great work, sums 
up his case with the following strong 
statement of fact: 

Not a single graduate of the Hampton 
institute or of the Tuskegee institute can 
be found today In any jail or state pen!l- 
tentiary. After making careful inquiry, I 
cannot find a half dozen cgses of a man 
or woman who has completed a full 
course of education in any of our reput- 
able institutions ike Hampton, Tuskegee,

cent of the colored people in prison are 
without knowledge of trades and 6! per 
cent are flliterate. This statement alone 
disproves the assertion that the negro 
grows in crime as education increases. If 
the negro &t the north is more criminal 
than his brother at the south, it is be- 
cause the north withholds from hig the 
opportunity for employment which the 
south gives. It Is not the educated negro 
who has been guilty of or even charged 
with crime in the south; it is, as a rule, 
the one who has a mere smattering of 
education or is in total ignorance. 

The, Richmond Times-Dispatch, a 
representative newspaper of the Old 
Dominion, adds this testimony to the 
truth of the foregoing assertion: 

We have made some investigations on 
our OWn account concerning the gradu- 
ates of the normal school at Hampton, 
and, with a single exception, the repprts 
were all good.

When State Treasurer Park began his 
term of service a little more Than three 
years ago there were only 168 state 
banks in Georgia; now there are 223, an 
increase of fifty-five, or about eighteen 
each year. The smaller towns of Geor- 
gia are beginning to appreciate banking 
facilities, and banks with the minimum 
capital of $25,000 are being established 
in many of them. 

Really there ‘are now 224 state banks 
in Georgia, for Secretary of State Phil 
Cook only yesterday granted a charter 
ta the Hogansville Banking Company, 
of Hogansville, Troup county, Georgia, 
of which J. F. Askew and four others, 
all of Troup county, are the incorpora- 
tors. The capital stock of the new bank 
is $25,000, of which $15,000 has already 
been paid in.

patients that have applied to me for help 
have been men, the majority negroes, 
who have been working on the grading of 
the Atlanta-Birminghum extenslon of the 
Seaboard Air Line. 

“The trouble seems to be that there 
are no detention camps where this work 
of grading is being done and as soon as 
the men are tuken ill they are put on a 
train and immediately shipped to At- 
lanta. When they arrive, they go to the 
police station or some other piace and 
they are generally in such a state alter 
lying on the ground uncared for that 
immediate action must be taken. In some 
cases it hag seemed best to send them 
home, but of course this, too, requires 
money from the city. On the other hand, 
to take a very cold view of the situation, 
if something Is not done for them they 
will die and be an expense to the city 

this way.” | 
President gf the board of health, Dr. 
fLongino, said that he knew that hands 
were constantly being dumped on At- 
lanta in sych a condition that something 
had to be done for their relief, but he 
knew of no sure remedy. 

Health Officer Kennedy “We 
have had a number of Cases of small- 
pox brought to the city from the places 
where large gangs of men, are 
in work On railroad gradings. Of course 
when they arrive and it is seen that they 
have the symptoms of smallpox, there 
is only one thing that we can do and 
that is to send them out to the hospital 
for contagious diseases. We are compell- 
ed to do this for the sake of Atlantans 
who might become infected. 

“Tt must say it is rather rough on At- 
lanta, but I can see no remedy for the 
difficulty. Most of the cases are negroes 
and as there is plenty of work for these, 
they rove all over the country. When 
they get smallpox they seem to want to 
go to a city and they come to Atlanta. 
We have had much less smallpox than 
usual this year, but many of the cases 
that we have had came directly from the 
camps such as [ have mentioned. This 
weather we are having at present will 
put a stop to what. little smallpox there 
is and I can only sdy that Atlanta has 
been very fortunate in this respect this 
winter.”’

COMING TODAY, 


Mercury Expected To Drop 
to the Freezing 
Point. 


The weather today is likely to be fair 
and much colder, the temperaturg drop- 
ping to the freezing point or lower.

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THE BIG DAM AT BULL SLUICE Tia? IS NEARING COMPLETION. 
The Site of The Dam Was Visited Yesterday by City and County Officials and Officials of the Company 
and Given a Thorough Inspection—The Party Spent the Entire Day at Bull Sluice. 
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ULL SLUICE was visited yester- 
B day by a party of about sixty-five 

Atiantans and a delightful day 
was spent at the scene of the magnifi- 
cent work that is being done for the 
Atlanta Water and Electric Power Com. 
pany. 

The Atlantans were the guest of For- 
rest Adair and Jack J. Spalding, who 
took them to the dam in a special car, 
which was secured through the cour- 
tesy of the Southern railway. 

The party left Atlanta at 7:50 o'clock 
yesterday morning over the Southern 
railway and reached the city again at 
3:35 o'clock on the afternoon train 
from Charlotte. The main line of the 
Southern was used as far as Chamblee 
@nd from there the special car was 
taken over the line that reaches Roswell 
until the spur track used by the new 
power company was reached. This 
Spur track from the line to Roswell 
is 4 miles in length and was built espe- 
cally for the purpose of hauling the 
heavy machinery and material used in 
the construction of the dam and power 
plant. 

The visit to Bull sluice yesterday was 
a revelation to the Atlantans. All of 
them had heard of the work that was 
being done on the dam across the Chat- 
tahoochée river, but few of them real- 
ized the immensity) of the work until 
they personally saw and inspected it 
yesterday. 

It was evident at a glance to every 
oDne when the party stepped from the 
Bpecia] car that the improvements at Bull 
sluice do not compose merely a play- 
thing. The dam is without doubt the 
biggest thing of its kind in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

-The actual figures of the measure 
ments of the dam will probably give 
a better indicatfon than anything else 
of-its size. “It rises 50 feet above the 
bed of the river, is 1,000 feet long, is 
65 feet wide at the base and 1{5 feet 
wide at the top. The dam and power 
house at Bull sluité, when completed, 
will represent an expenditure of $1,500,- 
000. 

The dam is between two hills that 
stand directly opposite each other, each 
on the bank of the river. The dam runs 
across the river to them and each end 
is not only imbedded into tha solid 
rock but is tied there. The dam also 
starts about [2 feet below the sur- 
face of the river and is imbedded there 
in solid rock. ' 

The: surveys by the engineers show 
that the water will be banked up for 
6 miles and in places will be 2% miles 
wide, thus forming one of the largest 
and most beautiful lakes in this saction 
of Georgia. The Atlanta Water and 
Flectric Power Company owns the prop- 
erty adjoining this lake for a distance 
of 100 feet entirely around it. 

Summer Resort Spoken Of. 

The fact that this beautiful] lake is to 
be formed by the dam has resulted in 
@ Suggestion that is being widely’ spoken 
of and which may result in something 


definite at some time in the near fu- 
ture. 

The land surrounding the lake is beau- 
tifully situated and is ideal as a loca- 
ffon for a sunmimer resort. Especially is 
this true of the land immediately sur- 
rounding the dam. There is one hill 
in particular on the Fulton county side 
of the river that was pointed out yes- 
terday as an excellent site for a sum- 
mer hotel. 

The Jake would furnish all the needed 
facilities for boating, bathing and fish- 
ing, The size of the lake would permit 
the operation of sail boats. 

Many applications from citizens of At- 
lanta have been received for permission 
to have their private gail boats on the 
lake. 

The electric plant would furnish lights 
at a minimum cost for both hotel and 
grounds, in addition to power for the car 
line that the Georgia Rallway and Elec- 
tric Company is expected in time to 
build to Bul] Sluice. 

Mr. Adair stated yesterday that the 
idea of making a summer resort of the 
land surrounding the dam had been gpok- 
en of, but that nothing definite had been 
decided upon regarding it. 

Material Is at Hand. 

One of the featureg of the building of 
the dam is the fact that it was unnec- 
essary to purchase any material except 
cement. The sand is taken from the bot- 
tom of the river, the rock is secured from 
the quarries that are on the banks of the 
river. 

Four travelin cranes, worked with 
steam power, carry the immense bowlders 
and the cuncrete to the men who are 
working on the dam. 

One crane carries bowlders from the 
quarries to the rock crusher that is on 
the side of one of the steep hills. The 
crushed rocks fal] to the second floor of 
the house that igs built for the protection 
of this machinery. On the second floor 
are three bins, one for sand, another for 
cement and the third fof crushed rock. 
Each works automatically, emptying it- 
self when filled. Two negroes are em- 
ployed at keeping the sand and cement 
bing filled. The rock crusher fills the 
third bin. 

The bins are of such size as to give 
precisely the required amount of the in- 
gredients for making perfect concrete. 
The bins empty into a steel box that 
closes automatically when filled and re- 
volves with an eccentric motion, thus 
perfectly mixing the ingredients for the 
congrete. When the steel mixing box is 
emptied the finished concrete falls into 
cars which are qaught by the crane and 
carried to the middle of the dam, where 
the work of construction is still in prog- 
ress, 

From the time the rock is cruShed 
and the cement and sand bins filled un- 
til the concrete is delivered upon the 
work neither the ingredients nor the con- 
crete are touched by anyone. The con- 
crete that forms the dam at Bull Sluice 
is, therefore, as perfect as human intel- 
ligence can make it and the strength of 
the dam consequently does not vary. 


Work Almost Completed. 


The work at Bull Sluice has progressed 


‘to a point that was. perfectly astonish-. 


ing to those who saw it yesterday. Of 
the dam only a gap of about 50 feet needs 
to be filled up before the work is com- 
pleted. On the Fulton county side of 
the river, where the big power plant is 
to be located, the immense steel turbines 
are in place, the gateways for the wa- 
ter have been completed and the foun- 
dations for the building are rapidly as- 
Suming shape. 

The contract calls for the completion 
of the work by next January, but it Is 
now believed that the power electric 
current will be turned _into the. dis- 
tributing wires by next August. 

The work is being constructed under 
the direction of George-Baum, member 
of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, who is the engineer of Westing- 
house, Church, Kerr & Co., builder of the 
dam and the power plant for the Atlanta 
Water and Blectric Power Company. R. 
L. Hardaway is the subcontractor for the 
dam. 

After the work had been inspected the 
“Atlantans were served with barbecué, 
under the direction of A. M. Verner, of 
Atlanta. Shortly after dinner the spe- 
cial car was taken back to Chamblee, 
where connection was made with the 
Southern’s 3:35 o'clock afternoon train 
from New York. 

The party that visited Bull Sluice yes- 
terday was One of the jolliest that ever 
left Atlanta, Jokes, speeches and calls 
for speeches were made and resolutions 
by the score were adopted about every- 
thing that could be thought of. The 
only serious resolutions consisted _ of 
thanks to the hosts of the occasion, For- 
rest Adair and Jack Spalding, and to the 
Southern railway, which furnished the 
special car.

Weakley Named To Break 
Deadlock, 


One Judge Disqualified—Two Believe 
Law Contrary to Constitution, 
While Other Two Hold It 
To Be Entirely Con- 
stitutional. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 3.—(Special.)— 
Governor Jelks this afternoOn appointed 
F. D. Weakley, of Birmingham, as spe- 
cia] supreme court justice to decide the 
case of the constitutionality of thé state 
oil tag tax jaw. This was done to decide a 
deadlock. 
Only four of the supreme court judges 
are sitting in the case, Judge Haralson 
being incompetent because he is a trus- 
tee of the Alabama Polytechnic insti- 
tute, which'college is greatly interested 
in the turn the case takes. 
. Of the four justices, McClellan, Dow- 
dell, Tyson and Sharpe, two of them 
believe the !aw imposing a tax tag on oil 
is constitutional, while the others do 
not. 
The case was first brought in the 
county court, Judge Gaston there decid- 
ing that the law was unconstitutional. 
It then went to the city court, where 
Judge Sayre decided the law valid. 

The case finally went tp tne supreme 
court, where it is now in deadlock. 
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Notice has bedn served on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad by the Atlanta 
Terminal Company that the property of 
the former now used for a turn-table, a 
coal chute and a round house is desired 
by the latter at once, as the contract. 
for the train shed, which will stand part- 
ly on this land, has been let and work 
will be commenced as soon as the ground 
is cleared of the present incumbrances 
and turned over to the contractors. 
Yesterday a number of Central offi- 
cialis were in the city conferring with 
‘aptain James W. English, president of 
tlhe Terminal company, in regard to the 
matter, but whatever conclusions were 
arrived at were not given out for pub- 
lication. It is stated that it will be 
impossible for the Central to remove the 
turn-table, coal chute and round house 
w'thin the time specified in the notifica- 
tion, which is understood to be fifteen 
days from the time the contract is let 
to the contractors who are to build the 
train shed. It is stipulated in the con- 
tract, according to good authority, that 
the train shed is to be completed by the 
time work is finished on the main build- 
ing, but, as has been published before, 
the shed will only require half as much 
time in construction as the Office part 
of the structure, and it is thought here 
that the Central will have ample time 
in which to remove the parts of the 
equipment mentioned before the ground 
will be actually needed. The stcel for 
tie shed will all have to be manufactured 
from the drawings which have reecuntly 
been zlaced in the hands of the contrac- 
tors, and this work will require much 
more time than will be necessary for 
the railroad to, get its property out of 
the way and secure other places for its 
side-tracks, turn-tables, coal chutes, 
etc. From present indications, the shed 
will be ready when the main structure 
is compieted. Tt is said that the Central 
wil] .t once mzke preparations for the 
removal of the things named above and 
that when ths steel begins to arrive 
the American Bridge Comipany, the suc- 
cessful bidders for the erection of the 
train shed, will find the ground cleared 
and ready for them to tive charge ani 
start the work. 

S. A. Wardlaw. general vardmaster 
of the Central railroad in Atlanta, has 
moved his force into the office build- 
ing of the roa@ connected withgthe im- 
mense new freight ware house. The 
change was made yesterday, and the 
assistants have been busy since that 
time in getting their office furniture in 
position and accustoming themselves to 
their new quarters. The office of the 
train waster is on the ground floor, tha 
second story being used for the office of 
Agent L. V. Kennerly and tés force, 
and the third for the storage of records. 
The entire building is now filled with 
the employees of the road, and they are 
delighted with their improved surround- 
ings. It is said that all the main depot 
room will be in use wi‘hin a few days, 
four-fifths being nowy filled with merchan- 
dise and other shipped products and 
many workmen being busy completing 
the remainder. The Central will be one 
of the best equipped roads in the Unit- 
ed States in the matter of ware house 
accomodation# when the entire building 
is in use. «

BRIDGE OVER BELLWOOD GROSSING WANTED 


BY PEOPLE WHO HAVE OCCASION TO USE IT 
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Plan .of the Proposed Viaduct at Bellwood Crossing Which the Residents Have Asked the County Com- 


missfoners to Aid in Erecting. 
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HE county commissioners are con- 
T templating the building of a bridge 
over the railroad at what is known 
es Bellwood crossing, The matter has been 
referred to a committee, and it is be- 
lMeved the bridge will ultimately be built. 
Bellwood crossing has long been called 
a *‘death trap,” and during the past four 
or five years a number of people have 
been killed and injured at the crossing. 
Even a watchman, who had been placed 
there to warn others of the danger by 
passing trains, was run over and killed, 
The railroads have exerc'(sed the great- 
est care and every precaution has been 
taken to prevent accidents, but the large 
number of vehicles which daily pass over 
the crossing have caused the place to 
become notorious with the police and the 
coroner, : 
There are only three or four places 


from the city limits, which is near Bell- 
wood crossing, to the country where the 
railroads can be crossed in that section 
of the county, and people Ilving in the 
country to the west and south of the city 
nearly all use the Bellwood crossing. 
This causes the traffic on that soa 
to be heavy every day in the week. 
When the county commissioners met 
last Wednesday, H. M. Beute’] and Frank 
P. Rice, representing a delegation of 
country people and a committee of those 
interested in manufacturing industries, 
appeared before the board and presented 
a plan for a bridge or viaduct over Bell- 
wood crossing. Each commissioner was 
shown a diagram of a bridge which 
could be built at a small cost. It was 
stated that the railroads would pay for 
the spanning of the tracks, at a probable 
cost of about $16,000. The approaches to 


the span, it was said, could be built by 
the county for about $12,000. The cost 
to the county might be reduced by using 
convict labor. 

Mr. Beaute?! and Mr. Rice stated that 
the Bellwood crossing had long been 
noted as a “death trap.’ The constant 
passing of trians often caused the cross- 
ing to be blocked and country people 
coming to the city with their produce 
were“delayed frequently and put to great 
inconvenience. The building of the 
bridge, it was stated, would be a great 
boon to a very large number of people 
residing in the county to the west and 
south of the city. 

The commissoners were favorably in- 
clined to the proposition, and the com- 
mittee on roads and bridges wil report 
on the matter at the next meeting of 
the board.

Houston, Tex., March 3.—Dan Cusning, 
brother of E. B. Cushing, of the Southern 
Pacific, was last night taken from the 
station at Del Rio by a parfy of men. A 
notice on the door in Cushing’s hand- 
writing, stated that he had been taken 
away and would be held for a ransom of 
$10,000. 


Last night E. B. Cushing reecived a 


message from Del Rio that his brother’ 


had returned to a section house near that 
point in a dazed condition and that he 
would be taken to Del Rio on a special 
train. 

He stated that after he had been with 
the men al] night he was refeased the 
following morning and told how to make 
his ‘way back to Del Rio. E. B. Cushing 
left for the scene to solve fhe matter. 
Rangers have been notified to help Mr. 
Cushing. 

The bandits informed Cushing that he 
would be held for ransom, but for some 
reason changed their minds. During the 
ride into the country they kept his head 
covered with sacks.

IN GOOD DEMAND

New York, March 3.—The eotton mar- 
- ket opened strong at an advance of 12 
to 30 points and showed further advances 
at first on firmer cables, light estimates 
for the day’s receipts, reports of a bet- 
ter export demand, continued bull sup- 
port and covering. The advances, how- 
ever, attracted considerable profit taking 
and while there seemed to be quite a 
eeneral demand through commission 
houses the market soon after the open- 
ing broke to about last night's prices on 
the more active positions. At this level 
the local bull leader became more ag- 
gressive, predictions were eirculated that 
the market would be forced through the 
16¢ mark and with buying also encour- 
aged by the small estimate for tomor- 
row’s receipts at Houston, the market 
was rallied sharply until May, in the 
iiddle of the afternoon, reached 16.06, 
July 16 and March at 15.78, and the ac- 
tive months generally net 28 to 34 points 
higher. The upward movement had been 
attended by more or less realizing and 
narrow reactions and at the best point 
the market looked as though the smaller 
longs had been pretty well filled up, so 
that when a fresh wave of lquidation 
set in, outside swpport was less ag- 
gressive and prices sagged off several 
points With a broker, believed to repre- 
scnt New Orleans, orfering May and July 
freely. The market was finally steadyy 
. but the advance had been cut down to a 
matter of 9 to 17 points on the old crop, 
while the new crop months were 3 points 
lower to 15 points higher. Sales were 
estimated at 600,000 bales. The con- 
tinued good demand for spot cotton in 
Liverpool, believed to result from a more 
active inquiry for cloths at Manchester 
and reports from the south that spot 
dealers short to mills were more active 
buyers, were important factors in the 
day's advance, while the rumor that the 
local bull leader has recently disposed 
privately of something like 20,000 wales 
of spot cotton to a prominent exporter 
also may have had an influence in at- 
tracting outside buying, which at the 
opening was rather more active than 
recently, though at the advance trading 
Beemed to be more professional. The 
movement is rather heavier than gener- 
ally expected. The estimate for tomor- 
ow’s reecipts at Galveston and New 

leans are full. and the _ into-sight 
movement for the week is now being 
estimated at about 125,000 to 130,000 
bales, against earlier estimates of 110,000 
bales and an actual count last year of 
about 159.000 bales. Today’s exports 
were heavier, however, particularly from 
Galveston, which has shipped out about 
— bales in the last three of four 
ays. 


The New Orleans Market. 

New Orleans, March 3.—There was a 
go00d inquiry for spot cotton, but trading 
was light on aceount of the easy condi- 
tion of futures and the views of factors, 
Who are asking 1-8c above board fig- 
ures. Sales 3,075, including 925 to ar- 
rive, Quotations unchanged. 

Futures opened 5 to 21 points up in re- 
sponse to the sensational advance in 
ldverpool. New York also opened 20 
points higher, but in both the American 
markets the advances were soon shaved 
off by heavy realizing and short selling 
by scalpers. This selling partially off- 
set the influence of Liverpool and prices 
receded until they were only | or 2 
points above yesterday's close. From this 
level there was gradual recovery with 
occasional light fluctuations until May 
had gained 30 points and July 28. This 
advance brought out another flood of 
selling orders which: carried prices down 
29 to 30 points, the market closing quiet 
net 4 points below last evening’s. close. 


The Dry Goods Market.

INSIGNIFICANT IN THESE. 


Market Was As Stagnant As a Pond 
Without Inlet or Outlet—The 
Close Was Firm But Life- 
less—Bonds Were 


; Steady. , 


New York, March 3.—Today’s stock 
market was as stagnant as a pond with- 
out inlet or outlet. It was only in stocks 
of a minor grade and which are usual- 
ly obscure in the market that move- 
ments were distinguishable at all. 
There w a few advances of a point 
or more in this class. The advances 
gave the impression of firmness in the 
market, which would have otherwise 
been without any tone. There were 
a few weeks in the summer of 1900 when 
the average dealings fell near to the 
present level of dullness, but the dullness 
then was regarded as seasonable and 
probably temporary, and carried with 
it none of the profound discouragement 
which now pervades Wall street regard- 
ing any chance for business In securities. 
Commission houses do business at a loss. 
It is necesary to go back to the bad 
old time prior to 1897 to find any exact 
parallel to the present feeling in Wall 
street. That was a time of a lifeless 
stock market and ftdle millions of sur- 
plus reserves in the banks and eall 
loans at nominal figures day after day. 
The fixture of the date on or before 
March 25 for paying over the govern- 
ment deposits to be used in the Pan- 
ama cana] payments opens the way for 
clearing up one of the uncertainties 
hanging over the market. ‘The $10,000,- 
000 paid Over to the Panama republic sim- 
ply goes from one set of bank vaults 
and the subtreasury into another bank 
vault, so that local bank reserves are 
the gainers to the extent of the pay- 
ment from the subtreasury. It has been 
allowed to be understood also that the 
Panama republic contemplates withdraw- 
ing only 20 per cent of its payments from 
New oYrk, leaving $8,000,000 for invest- 
ment here. The transfer of the remain- 
ing $40,000,000 is expected also to in- 
crease the money supply in New York, 
both by transfers from interior govern- 
ment depositories and by payment from 
the subtreasury. ; 

But the effect of the actual distribution 
to »the canal company shareholders is a 
more abstruse problem in its problem ef- 
fects. The accumulation on exchange al- 
ready made by the bankers and from the 
operation incurring and the proportion 
of Panama canal shares already held 
in this country are the factors looked to 
to modify the effect of the payment. This 
operation and the movement of gold to 
Argentina and of currency to Chicago, 
both of which continue today, were with- 
out appreciable effect'on the money mar- 
ket, although sterling was rather firmer. 
Cevertures toward a settlement of the 
fseight rate war were reported, but so 
were fresh cuts in rates. The adjourn- 
ment of the soft coal joint scale commit- 
tee without an agreement deepened the 
apprehension of a strike. The Paris set- 
tlemnt is of lessening influence, which 
will not be entirely dissipated until next 
week.

Well Bros.’s Crop Letter. 


Montgomery,. Ala., March 3.—The de- 
mand for spot cotton since our last letter 
has been absolutely nil. Southern mills 
In Alabama and Georgia claim that they 
are stecked until September and are in 
comfortable shape. The Carolina mills, 
while not so well stocked as those far- 
ther south, have also purchased their re- 
quirements to last them until August. 
The eastern mills have enough cotton to 
run them until July or August and are 
willing to wait. and if they have to rAy 
an advance, thev will do so only when 
compelled to. The export business has 
been very small. The shippers who have 
contracted ahead have bought the spot 
cotton. to make their future deliveries, 
and are therefore tn a comfortable post- 
tion to await further developments, and 
only buy when cotton is offered at rea- 
sonable figures. On the other hand, the 
holders firmly believe in higher prices 
and do not push their goods upon the 
market: thus the stocks in the interfor 
uncounted towns have not been dimini#i- 
ed. but have. on the contrary, been in- 
creased by the plantation movement, 
while the stocks at concentrating points 
have been somewhat reduced by the ship- 
pers who had engagements ahead. The
